deserve merit bonuses . 


There’s nothing like' the warm glow of 
seeing a little something extra in your pay- 
check for a job well done. It’s the kind of 
feeling that gels many people out of bed and 
off to work every day. 

It's time we Id teachers in on that experi- 
ence, too. 

Lawmakers finally have come up with a 
sensible plan in the sticky issue of teacher 
salaries. MCr\i pay deserves approval by Uie 


' Legislative budget wriiers_ this_ week de- 
cided to set aside W million in salary money 
and earmark it for SI, 000 bonuses for the 
top one-third of teachers. About 4,000 of llie 
state's 12,000 teachers would be eligible for 
the extra ca,sh. 

Generally, it's a smart way to do business. 
But bonuses should not be automatically 
granted to a specific number of teachers. 
Only those who earn them through demon- 
strably excellent work should receive them. 

One of Idaho's precious resources is its 
children, and one of our most important in- 
dustries is education. 

Half of the state’s general fund and a 
large portion of property taxes are devpted 
each year to education, 

Fof the most part, teachers do a good Job. 
despite crowded classrooms, crumblirig 
buildings and outdated materials. But, as in 
any endeavor, there is room for improve- 
ment.

-ing-ldaho's eduoutionijl-systcm-up-to.lhe.

Teachers who help achieve that goal 
should be rewarded.

Private businesses get along fi ne with

ing bonuses for'excellence. Schools surely . 
could survive such a revolutionary concept, 
too. 

_ Tt simply makes sense that productive 
wbrkers should be paid more than those 
who do only enough to get by. In fact, we 
would imagine it would be dLshearlcning for 
those teachers who knock themselves out on 
the job to see slackers receive the same 
amount of pay. simply because they have 
the same job title. 

After a while, a teacher may wonder \vhy 
he or .she is working so,hard_and cut.back.__ 
Tlial’sjutit human nature. 

And there goes some of.thc motivation to 
work harder and smarter. 

The sciiools of the future must adapt to 
cope with increasing demands front parents 
and taxpayers for more accountability and 
flexibility. 

Hard-working teachers who can keep up 
dc.scrve a way to get a financial pat on the 
back once in a while.
